The similarity of the information, as well as the 
fact that all three reports are set up in exactly the same way, with the para- 
graphing, etc., makes it appear that they are taken from the sane generally 
Circulated document. Beyond differences in nomenclature such as "Chairman" in 
one report appearing as "Chief" or “Commissioner" in the others, there are no 
differences except as shown. It should be noted that some of the differences 
“ay be miswritings of Chinese characters. The letter in parentheses refars to 
the document in which a change is noted, Document A is taken as basic. Com 
nents have been added from a translation made in Peiping of a Communist newo- 
paper, the Shensi-Cheahar-Hopel Daily News of 19 August 1946, The articles 
quoted are from the New China News Agency service and are datelined Harbin,
